The report contains a synopsis of
siX s 'ig‘c) cases includi t of
Mrs. Hattie M. Guilford of Pownal,
whose story of her treatment while
a patient at the retreat caused Rep.
resentative Frank A. Wilson of
Pownal, to introduce the resolutions
calling for the investigation. The
committee found that seven of the
eight charges made by Mrs. Guilford
were not supported by the evidence
and the eighth, which was that she
sustained a broken jaw while con-
fined at the retreat, was true in so
far as the broken jaw was concerned,
but they were unable to find from the
evidence that she sustained this in-
jury while a patient at the retreat,
ut the retreat did pay her the sum
of $1000.

With regard to the case of Mrs.
Lillian Searles Clement of Burling-
ton, the committee finds that the re-
treat should have given her closer
care and atetntion. It is further
stated that Mrs. Clement might and
should have been supplied with cloth-
ing adapted to her condition and
needs and that measures should be
taken to proyvide such patients with
proper clothing and proper furnish-
ings should be placed in rooms where

this class of patients must be con-
fined. She was found naked in a
room without furniture, in a much
nerlected condition.

The report further states, “the un-

fortunate Clement incident is the re-!7¢
re_ 4

sult of a mistaken policy. The
treat is not so equipped with isolated
apartments that it can from an aes-
thetic view point satisfactorily eare
for certain types of insanity with-
out recourse to the usual restraint
and should have so advised in the
case referred to.”

“Charges that the institution is in-
fested with vermin were made before
this committee and we find respecting
thesc charges that these conditions
exist to some extent, due to the age
of some of the buildings and the na-
ture of the institution. These pests
are constantly combated by the man-
agement.

“Your committee find that there is
an insufficient number of attendants
employed by the institution; that
they are in some instances untruth-
ful and unreliable; that there is a
lack of supervision of their work and
no attempt to improve the efficiency
of attendants by any method of sys-
tematic instruction; that the standard
of wages offered for attendants is so
low and the work is of such a nature
that few trustworthy persons are at-
tracted from other occupations to be-
come permanently identified with the
institution, which in 8 measure ac-
counts for the constantly changing
and unsatisfactory force of attend-
ants employed. We find that for a
period three years past the aver-
age number of attendants in both the
men’'s and women’s wards has been
but 65 per cent of the requisite num-
ber as shown by the testimony of the
officers of the institution.

“Various complains of general ill
treatment of patients by attendants
were laid before your committee and
these were thoroughly investigated
by us. Your committee that
patients have been ill treated by at-
tendants and the evidence tended to
show that in some cases patients have
been knocked down and otherwise
abused by attendants, but without the
knowledge of those in charge of the
institution. We find that such abuses
would not be tolerated if known to
the officers of the institution and in

misconduct may be actionable
against the um and then the ful-
lest ty 8 d be by it given to
the entire subject matter.

“Your committee recommend that
in the event it becomes the policy of
the state to enlarge its institution at
Waterbury that that institution be so
en that all patients supported
by the state be there cared for.

“Your committee find that owing
to the resignation of Dr. Ernest L.
Tracy, an assistant physician at the
retreat, that Dr. Lawton has, since
November, 1916, had but one assis-
tant physicians; that this asgistant
physician is compelled to attend 100
or patients especially needing the at-
tention of a pmician each day; that
conditions demand that at least two
assistant physicians be employed for
the proper care and welfare of the
patients and your committee believe
this to be the policy of the institu.
tion.

“Your committee find that under
present economic conditions the cost
of maintenance to the institution per
week for each patient is §5.84 3-10.
The retreat is now under contract
with the state to board, clothe, care
for and provide medical treatment
and nursing for all state patients
that the necessities of the state re-
quire it to take for the sum of $4 per
week. For the past year there has
been an average of about 300 state
patients supported at the retreat
The retreat claims that the deficit
arising therefrom not only precludes
the institution from making needed
changes and improvements but is in-
volving it in debt.
